Death of Mr. John Dring 


Mr. John Dring, who died last Sat- 


urday at his home on Green End ave- 
nue, was one of the oldest residents 
of the town, being in his eighty-sixth 
year. He was only a few months

port; the late William C. Dring and 
Robert L. Dring, survive.

MYSTERY OF THE CBEWI.ERS'

The following tale of Rhode Island 


was copied from the scrap book of 
George H. Richardson, now in the 
vault of the Newport Historical So- 
ciety. 
Many of us have heard the 


-story of, the Crewless Vessel, but few 
have ever heard of any solution. 


Early one pleasant morning in the 


month of October, 1750, a square- 
rigged vessel was seen approaching 
the harbor from the oiling, under full 
sail, with a fresh breeze from the 
southward and. westward. 
As this 


approached tha harbor many conjec- 
tures were made respecting her char- 
acter and name. At length she was 
recognized as Sea Bird, Captain Hus- 


' - ham? a vessel which was expected 


from Bristol, in England, about that 


The brig continued her course 


toward the harbor still yawing about 
in a remarkable manner; and it was 
about elven o'clock in the forenoon 
when, having entered the fair chan- 
nel between the Beaver's Tail and 
' Brenton's Reef, she kept along before 


the wind directly toward the town 91 
Newport. An arrival from abroad in 
those days was an event of no little 
importance, in which all the mhab- 
' itanfs' of the place were interested, 


and the good people of Newport as- 
*embled on the wharves eager to greet 
their bluff townsman, Captain uux- 
ham, ar.d leant the news from abroad.

Rundell, the mate, was tall and mus-, 
cular, and prided himself on his skill 
and power to knock men about like 
nine pins, and get out of them the 
worth of their wages. 
If the cap- 


tain was disliked, the mate was bit- 
crly hated by the whole crew. 
Un- 


fortunately for me, I was placed in 
the larboard watch, and my watch- 
male was n middle-aged, burly looking 
native of Great Britain,-who hnd seen, 
much of tlie world, and borne n prom- 
inent part in many strange and dos- 
pernte adventures. 
He was a bold, 


reckless fellow, case-hardened in ras- 
cality, nnd as he often boasted, feared 
neither'God nor limn. 


As a matter of course, Jack liens- 


dale and Mr. Rundell soon had n fall- 
ing out; Jack was insolent, and the 
mate arbitrary and clothed with au- 
thority.
